Almost everyone has read about the thou­ 
sands that cam e down the aisles night after night 
in response to the invitation.

T here has been 
an elem ent here that even the psychologists can 
not understand. 
One of the most brilliant psychologists in 
A m erica came into my office at Madison Square 
G arden the other night an dsaid, "This cannot 
be explained psychologically. 
T here is a spirit 
h ere that is beyond me. 
I’m afraid we will all 
have to take your explanation, that it is God.” 
Sixteen weeks ago when the crusade began, 
we could never have dream ed of the overw helm ­ 


ing response we have seen in New York

whelming tide of spiritual awakening which has 
swept m ultitudes of thousands toward C hrist and

O ther thousands of Christians have 
rededicated th eir lives to go back to th eir com­

C hurches have been revived to the extent 
that many are reorganizing the entire church pro­ 
gram to m eet the new spiritual challenge and 
opportunities of N ew York. 
There is a change in the lives of thousands. 
It will be expressed in a hundred different ways: 
A smile to a stra n g e r on the subway, a visit from 
a new Christian to a lonely person in a tenem ent 
house that nev er knows the handclasp of a friend, 
a man going to his office on Wall Street with a 
New Testam ent in his pocket, a business execu­ 
tive on Madison A venue with a Bible on his desk, 
hundreds of teen agers mining clubs and gangs 
for Christ, Christian cells that are being organ ­ 
ized all over the city, new Bible study "groups in 
many of the professions, 
We have received thousands of letters from 
people all over the New York area telling the 
most thrilling stories of individual lives that have 
been transform ed. 
Will it last”
